MILKING  CANADA 

Liberal  speaUirs  in  the  present 
campaign  are  claiming  that  the  ex- 
port from  Canada  of  pttlpwood  in  an 
tinmanufartiireil  form  is  RrowinR 
smaller  and  smaller.  This  is  untrue, 
if  the  Trade  aad  .  Commerce  Dtpart- 

nieiit  reports  are  to  be  believed.  Over 
a  term  of  years  the  export  of  pulp- 
wood  haa  bean  at  the  rate  of  a  million 
cord.^  a  year.  In  1024  they  totalled 
1,350,000  cords.  For  the  hrst  four 
months  of  the  present  fiscal  year  the 

record  of  export  is  444,007  cords, 
which  is  at  the  rate  of  1,JJ2,000  cords 
a  year.  In  commenting  on  this  ex- 
port. The  Canada  Lumberman  of 
( )ctober  15  says 

Shipments  of  pnlpwood  from  Port 
Arthur,  (^nt  ,  thi.s  Summer  reached 
tlie  imiiirn^c  total  of  11.1.220  cords, 
and  tliere  an-  still  a  few  rarxocs  to 
sliii)ped  before  navigation  closes. 
Most  r>f  the  wood  is  consigned  to 
Erie,  Pa.,  with  heavy  consignments 
also  to  Port  Haron  and  Detroit.  The 
value  of  the  wood  is  in  the  neighbor 
hood  of  $1,400,000  If  manufactured 
intrt  newsprint  in  Port  ^rfhur  it 
wouM  have  afforilnl  rmpiovment  for 
upwards  of  40<i  m  '  tor  r\ci  ,i  \ear.
